the election Tuesday in Pennsylvania. 
Of course no democratic senator had 
expected any result in Pennsylvania 
except the election of Grow, the repub- 
lioan candidate for oongressman-at- 
large. Not a single democratic sena- 
tor, however, anticipated such an 
whelming majority for the republican 
nominee. Even more dismal than the 
fear of the Pennsylvania returns is the 
fact that in only tw congressional dis- 
tricts in the state were democratic 
majorities polled. This indicates a loss 
of eight district*.
